Dr. Stanley showed that the very 
large class of feeble minded people 
were the orincipal causes of our 
slums. It was this class that 
formed the bulk of the criminal 
classes, the class that filled our 
poorbouses. our reformatories and 1 
our gaols. They inevitably be 
come a charge nn the community 
and that being tbe case why should 
not tbe country assume charge of 
them at an early stage? Bv placing 
them on farm colonies where they 
could do simple tasks aud where it 
has been proved in numerous cases 
they are far happier than they 
would lie at large, they could he 
cared for economically, and instead 
of becoming an increased burden 
their numbers would, in course of 
time be sensibly ml need. Alberta 
has an excellent op|>ortunity of 
dealing with this problem, which, 
if handled at the present time 
would tend not only to eliminate 
the evil in the (Mure, but would 
immediately tend to reduce the 
number of criminals wbo usually 
have to be taken care of at the 
public expense.

British Govsrnment Will Assisi Fin¬ 
ancing of Company to 
Manufacture 

A. modified plan for the develop¬ 
ment of the dye making Industry to 
aupply Kngland with dye stuffs form 
erly Imported from Germany, was an¬ 
nounced by Walter Rundmaa, presi¬ 
dent of the board of agriculture. The 
plea will bn undertaken under the 
auspices of the government. U pro¬ 
vides for the formation of a company 
with a capital of £2.000.090. of which 
one-half will be placed on aubscrip- 
tlon. 

The government la prepared to ad¬ 
vance a pound for every pound sub¬ 
scribed up to a maximum of £1,000.- 
• 00 . If necessary the government will 
mske a further contribution up to 
£600.000. at the rate of £1 for every 
£4 of additional capital subscribed 

The government advenes will bear 
interest of four per cent and will be 
repayable within twenty-five years. 
The government also will grant fl'io.- 
000 for laboratory and other Inci¬ 
dental work.

President Poincare Signs Decree 
Opening Special Credit of 
600,000,000 

President Poincare baa signed a 
decree opening a credit of 100.000.000 
francs (160.000,000) to meet (lie most 
urgent needs of persons whose pro¬ 
perty has been destroyed as s result 
of the war. 

Official statistics give the number 
of applications for government aid 
as 2,116,000, of which 261.000 were 
refused. At present dally allowances 
are paid to 1,167.000 persona, the 
average per family being 2 franca, 10 
centimes (42 francs). The dally out¬ 
lay-la 3,100.000 frakes ($780,000).

Belgian nuns and priests suffered 
the same treatment, the report said, 
regardless of climatic conditions. 
From the first moment of Invasion 
the Germans used old men, women 
and children as screens to protect 
their advancing troops. The fact that 
not only the smallest patrols, but 
entire armies employed the same 
meant led the Belgians to believe 
that this use of noncombatants In war 
had been drilled Into the Germans as 
part of their army tactics, the com¬ 
mittee reported 

The Germans inflicted the moat 
cruel treatment upon Belgian civil- 
tana taken prisoners and transported 
to Germany, the report said. They 
were styled "franc-tlreura." herded la 
filthy cattle trucks, ami lodg'd In most 
insaultary quarters. It was charged 
In some instances they rn'ere Insulted 
by mobs and often left without food, 
the committee said 

Belgian military prisoners were 
fairly well treated, but were given no 
clothing or soap and were not pro¬ 
vided with sanitary conveniences.

Russian Government to Have Monop¬ 
oly of Tta, Tobacco, Watches 
and Oil 

The ways and means committee of 
the Russian Duma has unanimously 
resolved that the government declare 
a monopoly on tea, tobacco, oil. 
watches and Insurance of al| kinds. 
The resolution virtually assure* the 
passage of tbe bill by the Duma, It la 
stated. 

The hill declare* that hereafter 
the things named shall form the basis 
•f the government revenue, which 
heretofore has been derived from tha 
monopoly on vodka and from an In¬ 
direct tax on corn necessities. 

In Odeaaa and In Xlkolaiev. on the 
River Rug, the government list se¬ 
questered all the property of Herman 
stock companies.

TO INVESTIGATE NICKEL INDUSTRY 


Ontario* Governmant Has Decided to 
Appoint Commission to Make t 
Full Inquiry 

Tho Ontario government lias . 
taken action to bavo made a thorough 1 
Investigation of tho nickel industry 
In tho prinrlnce. with a view to liav-| 
ing all nickel refined at horn**, lion. I 
0. Howard Ferguson, minuter of 
lands, forests and mines, has an¬ 
nounced that In order to ascertain all 
the facts and to acquire a full kno r 
ledge of the situation. It had been 
decided to appoint a commission lo 
Investigate. ^ 

"If the report of the rommlsaloa 
makes clear tbe practicability of re^ 
fining nickel In the province the nec¬ 
essary steps will be taken to aee that 
thla la brought about." stated the 
minister. 


The commission will have plenary 
power to exhaust every possible 
course of information and to make a 
careful itudy of every phase of the 
situation. 

"Up to ihe preaent lhe government 
has not been convinced that any ac 
tlon preventing the export of nickel 
would not have the effect of trans¬ 
ferring the alckel business, or a sub 
■tauttal part of It, from Ontario to 
New Caledonia, Norway or else¬ 
where," slated the Hon. Mr. Fergu¬ 
son.

paper publicity without protest, 
and it trill undoubtedly become 
law in the village. 

The bylaw prohibits all animals, 
except poultry and milk cows, 
from running at large within tbe 
limits of the village at any time 
during tbe year, n distinct im¬ 
provement on the bylaw of last 
year which was ineffective as far 
as obtaining any good results was 
concerned. 

I Tbe two exceptions to the pres¬ 
ent bylaw, ponltry and milk cows, 
arc exceptions of necessity, more 
or less. In the case of tbe former 
there is obvious difficulty, sod in 
tbe case of tbe latter to pound 
milk cows would be to restrict the 
supply of milk throughout tbe 
village. To have a herder in town 
to attend to tbe cows would be one 
way out of the difficulty but there 
are not sufficient cows to make 
and this point,

clearly the duty of the owner to do 
all in his power to eliminate as far 
as possible chsnces of damage be¬ 
ing wrought by his stock.

The Council for tbe Rural Municipality 
of Marquis No. 187 enacts aa follows: 

In this by-law unless the context 
otherwise requires: 

fa) Animal means any hood of cattle, 
borsee, mbeep, goat, ewine or poultry..

“I knew nothing,of mil fUry affairs, 
but It was esaentisl that I succeed 
with that assignment.“

man. Tbe old gentleman didn't look 
like a soldier. He wore no uniform. 
Jle didn't even carry a stick, lie was 
leaning against a fence when the des¬ 
pairing correspondent encountered

“What," asked that Individual, pite¬ 
ously. “are they doing now?" 

The old gentlemen discovered the 
youngster's plight. Than he said he 
thought he could help him. 

“1 know more or less about this 
sort of thing." sa d he, modestly. 
"Beastly technical, you know. Perhaps 
you'd better take rather careful 
;.otea." 

So Ahe boy took careful notes, and 
the old gentleman told !.im all about 
the manoeuvres. That report made a 
war coirespondent out of a previously 
harmless reporter. He's over In 
Prance now. dodging arrest snd bul¬ 
lets. When he said goodhy he diffi¬ 
dently expressed hla thanks. 

"Will yoq' tell me your name?" he 
asked. 

“O, French," said tbe other care¬ 
lessly—"Sir John French." 

French Is now the field marshal In 
command of the English forces In 
Fiance. He conducted a retreat fol¬ 
lowing tbe disaster of Mons which 
has been called by critics one of the 
finest feats of arms In tbs history or 
British arms. 

He has been named as fie foremost 
cavalry leader In Europe. He waa the 
one British general whose reputation 
was enhanced by the war In Houth 
Africa. 

Hs was unlofrmly successful. No 
pne. perhaps, except the men most 
intimately concerned, know whether 
there was ever any personal hostility' 
between French and Kitchener. But 
the injudicious friends of both kicked 
up a mighty shindy. They Insisted 
upon comparing the record made by 
the two men In Africa. French bad 
many victorious battles to his credit. 
It was pointed out that Kitchener 
only laid claim to one—that being the 
defeat of Cronje—and that he would 
not have won this fight If French's 
,MH cavalry—men and horses ex- 
liana ed by fantastic exertions—had 
not come up from Kimberly In time 
to arrest Cronje’s retreat. 

Whatever may be tbo truth. It Ui 
certain that the two men have work¬ 
ed well In double harness since the 
present war began. French had l»een 
made Field Marshal 24 hours before 
Kitchener dook the portfolio of Secre¬ 
tary of State for War. Kitchener has I 
repeatedly given (false to hla tubor- 
Inkte for his service In tbe- field. 
French has had no opportunity to be 
equally generous In public. But not 
long ago a staff officer Is said to have 
complanied to him that certain men 
and supplies which were solely need¬ 
ed had not yet arrived. 

"They are not die for two days." 
said French. "Then they will be here. 
Kitchener Is seeing to 1L" 

French ^sn't at all the sort of man 
In appearance one expects a cavalry 
leader to be. He Is short and squat 
In figure. His seat upon a ho.:e has 
been called absolutely ludicrous, al¬ 
though It la considered that few 
borsea can master him. 

He Is a quiet, unassuming man. who 
rarely speaks until he la spoken to. 
unless among friends. Then Le la a 
most excellent companion. 

For all his kindness and his diffid¬ 
ence he Is hard as nails shin duty Is 
In question. He does not excuse in¬ 
competence or slackness. One of his 
Tommies once put the case very neat¬ 
ly- 

"Ole French." said he. "dont*bark 
much—but doesn't he Just bite!" 

French is 63 years old now, He 
comes of an old Galway family. Ills 
father had been a commander In the 
Royal Navy, and French himself 
served four years in It But the ser¬ 
vice nerer appealed to him. and after 
a time he retired and made a try for 
the army. The competitive examin¬ 
ations kept him out of a ominisslon 
and so he got In "through the back 
door '—hy taking a commission in the 
mlliils and obtaining a transfer. His 
promotion was reasonably rapid.— 
Herbert Corey.

"To tflRverage Englishman, the 
Canadian' Volunteer la a very atiange 
animal. Indeed, ' writes Lieut. Wine 
gard« formerly of tbs Dally Mall staff 
anfi now with the Canadian coming 
enl at Bkllabury, to a friend In Mont 
real. "That bo drinks hla whisky 
'straight,' spends bis month's pay tg a 
night, and 1st truly proud If tho fact 
that be was born In Canada, are only 
a Tew things that make him wo un¬ 
answerable riddle to soldier and civil 
iaa alike oe this side of tbe water. 

"And so It has rOms to pass that, 
failing to ^comprehend, tbe English 
man merely smiles hla lagk of apprec¬ 
iation and makes tbe comment that, 
to him. covers our Bins auC virtues 
alike—’lieu a Canadian.' 

"This extremely logical conclusion 
with regard to the men from Canada 
waa only arrived at after a long and 
sincere cfort to reach the truth out 
now It appears to tstisfy all etneern 
ed -oursel\<* most of all. 

“When I say that th«j Englishman 
gave ua up only after a sincere effort 
to know why we did as we did—or 
didn’t do ^a he did—I know whereof 
1 speak. But Ike '• ngliahman made a 
fatal mistake when we first landed 
In thta country. He tried to 'ktd* ua. 
actually endeavored to beat us at our 
own game! And the result left him 
a sadder though probably not a wiser 
man. 

"Having learnec that Canadian* 
thought the Englishman entirely Ig¬ 
norant of jur country, they Just 'kid¬ 
ded us on this point Peopl asked 
for stories of dark forests and treach¬ 
erous Indians—and got them. Instead 
of the Indignant protests and explan¬ 
ations they expected, they were fed 
with stories of tbe forest primeval 
that made tbvlr hair stand on end. 

" ‘Guess you've got nothing like tbla 
In Canada,' said a lx>ndoner to a 
khaki-clad loifresler 'This* was a 
paved street, and the l,ondoncr wait¬ 
ed for a graphic description of Can¬ 
ada's largest city.

It might be supposed to be of 
leas Importance to tbe railroads than 
to the public. The railroad cannot be 
held responsible financially for the 
safety of the trespasser: the Interfe.* 
ence with the operations of trains due 
to the track walkers probably is negi- 
Ible. The chief advantage of the law 
to.the rallroal would he In authoris¬ 
ing more drastic treatment of the 
hobo problem. Of course, the people 
ought to be sufficiently mindful of 
their own safety to avoid th.» risk.

Germans Are Now Firing New High 
Explosive Sheila 

A recital of recent developments 
In the war by an official observer at¬ 
tached to the British military bead- 
quarters, given out here. Includes a 
description of new projectiles employ¬ 
ed by the demises. 

"In some parts of our front the Ger¬ 
mans are firing a new type of high 
explosive shell, detonating with a 
cloud of thick white smoke,” the re¬ 
port says.

Abdul Hamid, "the Wicked,” In hit 
day of power caused considerable stir 
In the world. Nor; Abdul Hamid Is 
hidden sway no one knows where, 
completely out of the world's sight 
and meetly out of the world's mind. 
It Is not unlikely that Abdul Hamid 
will.quietly leave tne world altogeth¬ 
er before long; urged thereto, per¬ 
haps by some private em<saary ( ot En¬ 
ver Pacha or other grand personage 
enjoying temporary reigu at Stain- 
bout. 

As long as Abdul llamld lives, and 
as long as any one knows where he 
lives, he Is s peril. The forces of 
discontent. which are unusually 
strong In Turkey since Knver unfurl¬ 
ed the red war Sag and defied almost 
every one. are likely to selxe on old 
Abdul Hamid the Wicked as a pre¬ 
text for uprising. Nay. they are like¬ 
ly to forget how wicked the old fellow 
was. and even to look upon him as 
good, glowing almost with sanctity in 
comparison with what has come after 
him. With Abdul Hajnid as a symbol 
they may some day rise embattled 
against ambitious warlike Enver snd 
other Young Turkish war lords snd 
declare that corruption and sloth, of 
the well known Abdul llamld kind, 
are preferable to the carnage of bat¬ 
tles and continual striving for no 
Turk knows what.

Consternation Said to be Ruling In 
Auetria-Hungery Owing to Lat¬ 
est Troop Levy 

The stringency of the latest Austro- 
Hungarian war levy has created con¬ 
sternation In the monarchy, as appar¬ 
ently the military authorities are de¬ 
termined to leave no loophole of es¬ 
cape from servlc- 

The official lumu. ms embraces the 
whole forces liable for service from 
19 to 3S years of age. young men. 
who In 1914 were for the third and 
last time declared exempt through 
physical disability, and men rejected 
three months ago. must again pre¬ 
sent themselves 

Tiie official notification calls up 
foreign born Austrians sod Hungar¬ 
ians who were naturalised aftrr they 
had reached their 33ru year, althougn 
these men heretofore have been en¬ 
tirely exempt from military service. 

About ten army corps, mostly Ger¬ 
man troops. Including-JtU a villa ole 
cavalry, are concentrated in' Southern 
Hungary, where decisive battles la 
the great war will shortly be fought. 
Germany’s plan is to ma'sa tha bulk of 
the available forces and oppose the 
Russian Invasion of Hungary from 
Bukowina. 

Meanwhile other forces are being 
collected along the Servian frontier, 
lest the Servians should resume their 
offensive. Hungary after Poland ami 
Galicia will soon become the chief 
battlefield In the eastern theatre of 
the war. 

The difficulties of getting news out 
of Austria already great, are now in¬ 
creased by extraordinary precautions 
taken to prevent*tne po-called smug 
gling of news across the Italian front¬ 
ier. Passengers bound for Italy are 
now carefully searched and are shad¬ 
owed by detectives If they are sus¬ 
pected of bringing information from 
Trent or Trieste Even family cor¬ 
respondence la seised by the Aus¬ 
trians, who fear that discussion or 
ordinary domestic topics may ha a 
cover for bidden meaning. 

In Hungary the military authorities 
have ordered the ADillng of all car¬ 
rier pigeons, whlcfi they have ascer¬ 
tained were us<(d formerly to carry 
news to Italian ports. The only news 
of present conditions of Hungary U 
obtained through Rouraanla. where 
many Inhabitants of Transylvania 
have crossed the frontier, hut Rou¬ 
manian authorities are withholding

Il» wss victorious In the battle of 
Falkirk; hut the Duke of Cumberland 
son of George II., having been recalleo 
from thn continent to take command 
of the king's forres, the Pretender was 
entirely defeated at Culloden Meor. a 
plain In Scotland, four mile. from In¬ 
verness Tills wss the last battle 
fought on the island of Great Britain 
(April If, 1746). and It was alto the 
last attempt on the part of the Stuart 
family to recover the throne of Great 
Britain 

Charles Edward Stuart escaped to 
France after he had wandered for five 
months In the Highlands, pursued by 
hts enemies. He died In Rome. Jan.
